All activities under tiois project which will take place in or affect 
the areas which are the responsibility of the 'iE Dj^ision will be coordinated 
with that Division. It is possible that during the fiscal year of 1953 
there v;ill be a Joint operation into the Latvian SSR with the SIS, Such 
a Joint operation would be financed from this project. In any event all 
operations plained under this project will be coordinated with the SIS 
and the Swedish Intelligence Service as to time of dispatch.

b. This project was developed in its early stages by OPC/EE-2 xmder project 
ZRLINCH. The original purpose was to contact the resistance in the . 

Latvian SSR by utilizing the contact group in Sweden of the Latvian j. 

resistance. The contact group, commonly known as the "SC", consists 
of the triumvirate CAMBAROS 1, 2, and 3, who ever since 1946 have attempted- 
to interest, the VYestern democracies in aiding and supporting the partisainsf 
and imdergromd in Latvia. Since their alignment with DYCLABvl, they I 

have recruited two agents in Sweden and one in Geraiainy. In the latter - 

part of 1951 the three agents began training under the direct super- 
vision of CAlvlBARO 2, while CAJVIBARO 1 acted as operational planner.

Contact and Communioationa 


a. Direct contact is maintained between field and Headquarters case 
officers, and CAiviBARO 1 and 2 and FICIFPIN. 

b. Direct contact v/ill exist between action agents and training officers. 

c. W/T, S/V/ and coiirier contact will be developed between DYGLAIM 
and agents inside Latvian SSR. 

VII. Control ; 

Complete U.S. control of all action agents is considered of paramount 
importance and all possible steps necessary to achieve such control 
are being taken. Originally control of the agents was in the hands 
of the contact group. 

a. CAMBARO I, C- _Z] and CAMBARO 2 are controlled hy their financial 
dependence on us, as well as their belief that the American govern- 
ment is the one most likely to aid them in regaining the freedom 

of Latvia. 

b. CAMBARO I is motivated by the belief that he is an emraissary of the 
Latvieua resistance movement and is responsible for doing as much as 
possible for his country, d -2^ is ideologically motivated 
because of the high positions his father formerly held in the 
Latvian government, and his desire to see his fathers work justified 
in the re-creation of a free Latvia. 

c. The agents in training are motivated by a strong desire to free 
their country. They &11 possess a strong anti-Communist feeling 
and feel that by working for the American government they can 

aid in freeing Latvia and perhaps secure a position for themselves 
in any future Latvian government. 

d. Agents recruited will be controlled physically while in training 

in either Germany or the U.S. It is hoped to control them financially 
as well. 


VIII . Special Equipment 

Special equipment will usually include w/t sets, s/w material, personal 
arms, cameras, ”L" and "K" tablets, Soviet type clothing, sterile 
concentrated foods, rubles and articles of value for bribery and barter.

XII, Special Problems and Comaitments ; 

a. Commitments made to CAJ-IBAEO 1 to the effect tlxat aid would he given 

to him in bringing his wife and children to the U.S. It can be anticipated 
that after a reasonable period of service to us an implied obligation 
to bring GAiiBABO 1 to the U.S, for permanent residence will be developed, 

b. Agents in training and future agents recruited by us v.dll probably ejq)ect 
a coinnitment on the payment of a. life insurance policy to their next 

of kin. It is proposed that death and disability benefits equal to 
those authorized under the United States Emploj^ees Compensation Act 
be provided for agents recruited under this project. A ceiling of 
$10,000 for death benefits is considered to be appropriate in most 
cases. 

c. Commitments to ^ include $4,500 per annum as sa].aiy, and payment 
of eapenses incurred in spotting agent candidates, attending political 
meetings, and reimbursement for aiiy other operational expenses incurred 
by him.
